addressed a business men's meeting on 
the lake front. In the evening, tioni 
7 to 11 he made eight speeches uu 
the northwest side of the city. I'li 
day he will make nine speeches un:l 
flre Saturday, leaving here lat« Satur- 
day night for Lincoln, Neb. 

Mr. Bryan's car, The Rambler, was 
attached to the ncwKpaiier train wlwcy 
left Cincinnati at 3:U0 a. m. and the 
first stop (or sp«aklng was made at 
Jamestown, Ind., at t o'clock. <»ir. 
Bryan spoke 10 minutes to a goo:l 
crowd at the station <1( a iiig wUh liie 
general issues of the caoipaign. 

Mr. Bryan was received at Craw- 
fordsvlUe by another big crowd. Me 
there charged the Republican p.'.rL; 
with a (Icpartiue rf im the princip.eb' 
ot the fathers, quoted Lincoln on the 
Declaration of Independence and paid 
• tribute to that lnhtnimont. He aleo 
discussed trusts and impt rialism. 

A stop of only a few minutes was 
made at ths small town of Uarlingtuu, 
and Mr. Bryan suggested questions to 
be propounded to Republicans. Among 
those questions were inquiries as to 
whether the people want the trusts and 
whether they can depend upon the Ue- 
iniblican party to destroy them. He 
also wanted to ask why they need 75,- 
000 more s..ldiprs now than we did 
four years ago, also what we were go- 
ing to do with the Filipinos when we 
get them. In conclusion, he told "i-.i 
hearers tli;)t they slioald make their 
votes rtprebt'ut what they want in the 
form of government and laws. 

At Frankfort, Mr. Bryan devoted a 
portion of his speech to the advocacy 
of the caiKlidaey of Captain Allen for 
congrei-s. Mr. Allen is in command of 
a company of American soldiers In the 
Philippines and Mr. Bo'an made thid 
fact the basis of his remarks.

CONTEST BOARDS UPHELD. 



DeciNion of Luwer Court in tbe Cases of 
Miiar State Uflieen Aflmei by 
Cairt of Appeals. 

Franfort, Ky., Out. 31.— The Court of 

AppealH to-day overruled the motion of 
the Ke|)u)>li( tn ap])eilantH to dismiss 
without pri^judice the cases of tlie minor 
State officers, and atUrmed the judg- 
ment &f tbe Franklin Circuit Cour', 
>^ i .ich held that tbe decision of the State 
Contesting Board declaring them to have 
been legally elected was final and could 
not be reviewed by tlie court. The 
whole court sat in tbe casei and Judges 
Barn am, Onffy and DoRelle dissented 
f orn the majority of the court. 

Tbe opinion, which is clear and con- 
cise, thoroughly reviewing all tbe points 
raised, was written by Judge Thomas H. 
P^yntor. The Republican appellants 
have thirty days in which to file a pe- 
tition for a rehearing of tbe case. This 
will likely be done, and if ov^ruUd an 
attempt will be made to (tarry the case 
to tbe United States Supreme Court, as 
the point waa raised that tbe Repnblicin 
contesteus warsrfiot affjidad due process 
of law.

LouMTUXa^ Kt., Oct. 31 .—The afFidavit 
of Finloy Anderson, "confessing" that 
he had lied in his teeflraony against 

Caleb Powers is being exploited for the 
purpose of making political capital in- 
atead of being used in the defense of a 

nan convicted of a terrible crime and 
under a life sentence. Tbe "confession" 
emanates from the Oalt House, where 
tbe Itepublican State Campaign Commit- 
tee has its headquarters, and where 
Mark Hanna's barrel for tbe corruption 
of the election in Kentucky has been 
opened np. It Is the persistent report 
to-day that it was some of this boodle 
which induced Finley Andersoifs "con- 
feesioa." The circumstances attending 
it and the ui-o being made of it give color 
to theae reports. How much Anderson 
received for his "confessioa" is not men- 
tioued, but as the Republicans are pay- 
ing liberally for campaign thunder, it 
must have been something big. Many 
inquiries are being made to-day and 
speculation indulged in as to tbe amount. 
It is also stated that Anderson has been 
promised immunity from prosecution for 
perjury in the event of Yerkes' election. 

It is remarkable how suddenly Finley 
Anderson has been lifted into a position 
of importance as a witnees for the Com- 
monwealth by the Republican campaign 
managers. Since bis "confession" be is 
held up as the principal witnees for the 
prosecution, the witnees who?e testi- 
ni )ny convicted I'owers. Before the 
"confession" these same persons averred 
that Finley Anderson's statemMits fell 
flat before tbe jury; that on cross-fx- 
am {nation he became so confused as to 
be wholly discredited, and that his testi- 
mony weakened instead of strengthened 
the proBK Ulion. 

As a matter of fact Finley Anderson as 
a witneee proved an embarramment to 
the proseculi iii. He was another wit- 
nees like Weaver, the strolling barber, 
assuming to know a lot about the matter 
anil by his pretensions thriifit himsilt 
into the case as a witness.
